Loe M. Frank is dead. 
His finish 
was as sensational as his escape from 
the gallows is memorable. 
Torn 
from the custody of his guards on a 
Georgia prison farm "by the masked 
agents of Judge Lynch lie was h u r­ 
ried to a lonely place not far from 
the cemetery where Mary Chagan lies 
sleeping and hanged to a tree by his 
merciless captors. 
in all his lurid history Judge Lynch 
was never more daring than when he 
made his descent upon this prison 
farm in Georgia and spirited away 
to an ignominious death this man 
who had been the central figure for 
three years in one of the most re­ 
markable ease* in the annals of crime. 
Convicted of murder and sentenced 
to pay the penalty on the gallows, 
high, Leo M. 
F rank Avas saved by 
John M. Slaton, then governor of 
Georgia, who commuted his sentence 
to imprisonment for life. 
This former governor gave young 
Frank the benefit of a doubt. 
He was 
unable to convince himself beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that Frank was 
guilty and so he exercised executive 
clemency and set aside the verdict of 
judge and jury. 
When this became 
known there 
were hisses in Georgia for John M. 
Slaton and deep maledictions des­ 
cended upon the head of this chief 
executive of an American common­ 
wealth who had dared to face the mob 
and defy those who called for the 
wreaking of the law's vengeance up­ 
on the condemned man.

Consideration of Economy and Safety 
De mands Employment of Othef 
Material Than Wood, 


By far the greater number of cul­ 
verts and bridges on our public roads 
have a span of less than fifty fe et In 
the oast these structures have, In geu 
•ral, been built of wood, but lumber so 
exposed in this dry climate is eubjeot 
to rapid decay, writes Walter Graham 
in Denver Field and Farm. 
Conned 
Quently these structures 
require 
great deal of repair and frequent re< 
newals. 
The ever-increasing price of 
lumber is making the further use oi 
wood for this class of structures more 
and more indefensible. 
The 
loads 
which ouj highway structures are 
oalled upon to sustain ar® also Increas­ 
ing. 
In many of our agricultural lo­ 
calities the movement of steam rose 
rollers and heavy traction engines is 
seriously hampered because of we&fc 
bridges aud culverts. 
Consideration 
of economy and safety demands the 
use of other materials than wood In 
the 
construction 
of 
culverts 
and 
bridges. 
Durability Is of the greatest econ©* 
mio importance 
In many sections a 
large proportion «>f the annual road 
levy is expended in repair and renewal 
of wooden culverts and minor bridges, 
and It is not unusual to find this prac 
Hoe defended on the ground that the 
county or district cannot afford to 
build the higher-priced permanent cub 
verts. 
ThiB notion Is simply a false 
•©nae of economy. True, the first cost 
of the permanent structure is greater, 
but there the outlay ends, while with 
wooden culverts there is a large an­ 
nual outlay for repair, as well as fre­ 
quent renewals. Anyone interested In 
road improvement will find it most in­ 
teresting to secure the following data 
for bis own county or district: The 
number of culverts, cost of labor and 
material for repair and renewal each 
year, average life of wooden culverts 
and the ordinary lit** of wooden bridge 
floors. 
Then he could compute how 
long It would be before 
the actual 
present expenditure would pay for per­ 
manent culverts. 
Later Improvements in tile manufac­ 
ture of iron have made this material 
more generally available for use in cul­ 
vert construction. A special quality of 
Iron, very low in carbon, resists cor­ 
rosion so well as to make its us® ad­ 
visable in many cases, and this Is an 
Important point for the Irrigated dis­ 
tricts 
The cutting away of the soil 
by the water at the inlet or outlet of 
a clay or cement pipe is often respon­ 
sible fof4 its progressive break-down 
and partial exposures of this charac­ 
ter are extremely dangerous in time 
of freshet to any form of construction. 
It is doubtful whether the majority of 
practical road builders have given con­ 
sideration to the fact that by building 
suitable wing walls for any bridge or 
pipe they can very largely increase its 
carryiug 
capacity. 
A V-Bhaped 
en­ 
trance-way so increases the velocity 
of the water as to enable a given con­ 
duit to perform the work of one of 
much larger diameter which has an 
end wull at right angles to the flow.

HOW TO RAISE ORPHAN COLTS 


Foal Way Be Raised on Cow’s Milk in 
Case of Accident—Attendant Must 
Be Patient. 


(By W S. ALEXANDER, Wisconsin E x ­ 
periment Station.) 
In case the m are dies or has no 
milk the foal may be raised on cow s’ 
milk, if the atten dant conducts the 
w ork 
patiently

Choose the milk of a cow that has 
recently calved, preferably one which 
gives milk low in butterfat, as m ares’ 
milk, while rich in sugar, is poor in 
fat.

should be adopted for the most eco­ 
nomical production, even in health. 
The most serious m enace to continu­ 
ous thrift in the flock is the presence 
of internal parasites, chiefly stom ach 
worms. Tho eggs of the stom ach worm 
are dropped upon the ground with the 
feces from infected sheep 
The small 
worms are swallowed with the grass 
three or lour days a lte r hatching from 
the 
c ggs, and 
reach 
the stomach. 
Stomach worms are frequently present 
in such large num bers as to draw so 
heavily from the circulation a.s to 
cause emaciation and finally death of 
the lamb. M ature sheep are much less 
affected by these worms, though they 
usually scatter the eggs. 
Keeping the flock upon crops sown 
upon plowed land prevents infection. 
Such practice also furnishes the great­ 
est amount of feed from each acre, 
and the kind and variety of food upon 
which sheep thrive best. 
Plowing the 
land prevents danger from stomach 
worm eggs dropped upon it. 
In warm 
weather the flock should be moved Id 
fresh ground every ten days or two 
weeks to prevent infection of lambs 
by larvae from eggs dropped from the
